Greenbelters were stunned to 
learn that long-time physician Till 
Bergemann died on June 4 of 
complications following cardiac 
arrest. He had been working out 
on an exercise machine in the 
Greenbelt Aquatic and Fitness 
Center the previous Tuesday af- 
ternoon when he was stricken. 
He was given immediate CPR by 
pool staff and medical attention 
locally and transported to the 
Washington Hospital Center, but 
did not recover. 

Dr. Bergemann opened a 
medical practice in Greenbelt in 
1961 following an association

with Dr. Aaron Dietz of 
Hyattsville. Born in Leipzig, 
Germany, where he attended 
medical school, he received his 
M.D. degree at the University of 
Basel, Switzerland. He later in- 
terned at Fordham Hospital in 
New York City and at Prince 
George’s Hospital, Cheverly. 

After practicing in Greenbelt 
for some time, he later joined a 
medical partnership with the late 
Dr. Hans Wodak and Dr. William 
Weintraub. In recent years he 
was joined in his practice by Dr. 
David Granite, who was called 
to administer aid to his stricken 
colleague. 

Over the years hundreds of 
Greenbelters came to depend on 
Dr. Bergemann as their family 
doctor and to know him as an 
active participant in community 
affairs. Many have recounted 
how he made house calls when 
they were too sick to reach his 
office, a practice he still contin- 
ued as recently as last week. He 
touched many lives and was a 
well-loved member of the com- 
munity. 

An avid sportsman, Dr. 
Bergemann was a skier, tennis 
player, bicyclist and fitness en- 
thusiast. He was seen four or 
five times a week at the 
Greenbelt Aquatic and Fitness 
Center, swimming laps in the 
pool and working out on the ex- 
ercise equipment. He also loved 
to travel. He had an ongoing 
zest for knowledge and main- 


Dispute among Neighbors 
Ends with Couple Slain

Asha Rice, 26, of 6156 
Springhill Terrace, died Friday, 
June 2, at Prince George’s 
Hospital Center of gunshot 
wounds she received on June | 
during an apparent dispute 
among two married couples 
who were neighbors. Her hus- 
band, Sean Alonzo Rice, 29, was 
fatally shot in the chest during 
the incident. The couple is sur- 
vived by three children. 

Police said Rice’s neighbor, 
Eric Julian Todd, 26, was in a 
parking lot in the 6100 block of 
Springhill Terrace when a vehicle 
containing three people pulled 
up. Asha Rice got out of the 
vehicle and had words with Todd 
concerning some sort of dispute, 
whereupon she and Todd’s wife 
began punching each other. 
Sean Rice, then arriving, at- 
tempted to break up the fight be- 
tween the two women. An uni- 
dentified woman resident of Sil- 
ver Spring then got out of the 
vehicle, apparently also attempt- 
ing to break up the fight. Todd 
then went to his nearby vehicle, 
got a handgun and shot Asha 
Rice and her husband. Sean 
Rice died soon after. Asha Rice 
was taken to Prince George’s 
Hospital Center, where she died 


the next day. 

According to Greenbelt Police 
Officer George Matthews, Eric 
Todd of the 6100 block of 
Springhill Terrace was arrested at 
the scene and charged with the 
murder of Sean Rice, two counts 
of attempted murder, possession 
of a handgun, transporting a 
handgun in a vehicle and the use 
of a handgun to commit a 
felony. He is being held without 
bail in Prince George’s County 
Detention Center in Upper 
Marlboro. 

According to Greenbelt Police 
Detective Bob Keller, additional 
charges against him may be filed 
since the subsequent death of 
Asha Rice. 

A 55-year-old Silver Spring 
man got out of the vehicle in 
which Asha Rice had arrived and 
was also shot. He was taken to 
Prince George’s Hospital Center. 
His name was not released by 
police and his condition was un- 
known at press time. 

Services for Sean Rice were 
held on Thursday, June 8; ser- 
vices for Asha Rice will be held 
June 10. Springhill Lake Apart- 
ments Community Relations Di- 
rector Peggy Kane had no com- 
ment in response to News Re- 
view questions.

Daniel, Rachel, Ariel, and Jordan; 
and by a sister, Jorinde Molinari, 
of Zernez, Switzerland. 

Funeral services were held at 
Mishkan Torah Congregation, 
Ridge Road at Westway, on 
Wednesday, June 7. Memorial 
week will be observed at the 
family residence.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 
A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 

The weather has been a bit 
cooler and rainier than it usually 
is this time of year and that 
makes the gardener’s job easier. 
I've seldom had to water. New 
plants need to be watered very 
frequently so with rain every 
few days watering has been one 
job less to do. 

The weeds seem to be grow- 
ing slower than usual, too, an- 
other reduction in the work load. 
The heat loving weed plants 
usually have jumped up by now. 
Keep ahead, get rid of weeds 
now by hand weeding or hoeing 
the garden patch. Then lay 
down a layer of mulch. which 
prevents all but the occasional 
weed from growing in your gar- 
den patch. 

Grass clippings, autumn 
leaves, pine needles, bark nug- 
gets, and small stones are just 
some of the materials that can 
be used as mulch. By laying 


down the same material in the 
garden bed a neat, uniform ap- 
pearance is achieved. 

On the GHI house and garden 
tour this weekend I saw several 
yards where bark nugget mulch 
was used on the ground among 
the flower plants. The yards ap- 
peared neat, tidy and weed free. 
The perfect solution for a shady 
yard where grass won't easily 
grow and for the gardener who 
wants to cut back on time spent 
in the garden doing chores, 
mulch also keeps the ground 
from drying out in the hot sum- 
mer sun. This means the garden 
bed has to be watered less fre- 
quently. 

Using plant material as mulch 
feeds the garden plants. Leaves, 
grass, and bark nuggets will de- 
cay and add nutrients to the soil. 
But bear in mind that leaves are 
not the most attractive of mulchs 
and probably should be used in

JUNE IS PEDESTRIAN SAFETY MONTH IN 


Pedestrians, Bicyclists, Skaters and Skateboarders often have to share the same 
crosswalks, sidewalks and trails. Here are a few tips on how to do this safely! 
. When a pedestrian sees cyclist and/or skaters approaching it is best to step aside 


. When a cyclist or skater is approaching a pedestrian from behind, it is their 
responsibility to let the pedestrian know that they are coming by calling out,

BARC Is Renamed for Henry Wallace 


U.S. Secretary of Agriculture 
Dan Glickman renamed the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) research 
center as the “Henry A. Wallace 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center” on June 6. 

Wallace served as Secretary 
of Agriculture from 1932-40, 
Vice President of the United 
States from 1940-44, and Secre- 
tary of Commerce from 1945- 
46. He was also a landmark 
cor geneticist, an innovative 
agricultural economist, and a vig- 
orous advocate of soil conserva- 
tion and ecology. 

An outstanding Secretary of 
Agriculture, Wallace framed the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, 
which stabilized farm prices and 
promoted soil conservation, help- 
ing farmers survive the Great 
Depression. He also launched

| Safety Message 
The Greenbelt Department 
of Planning and Community 
Development offers these 
safety tips regarding gas appli- | 
ances. Pilot lights automati- 


cally light the main burner | 
| when a gas appliance is turned 
on. Should the pilot go out 
for some reason, use the fol- 
lowing safety procedures to re- 
light it. 
| 1. Read the instructions in 


the owner’s manual or on the 
instruction plate attached to the > 
appliance. 

2. Do not strike a match 
until enough time for unburned 
gas to leave the room — ap- 
proximately five minutes. 

3. Use a match holder to 
light the pilot and be sure to 
light the match first, and then 
turn on the appliance. 

4. If the pilot or main 
burner fails to stay lit, call the
